The Ultllc Sand 
River al»o ran ihrouBh the county, 
and the farms ali>iii: lt>^ v.ill.'vs were 
sufficiently prodiutu.- make wlavc 
owners of the rarnit rs, .md they 
did not eat .iirnhreail. lioi; and 
bomlny as a steady diet, :ui ilid their 
Jess fortunate neighhorh inriln 
toward the mountains.

Old George had keen asked to ap- 
pear tor trial, and be had not only 
accepted the Invitation but would 
be there In'person.
